Foreign Relations ouocommittee on Multinational Corporations, called 
to ask that we pick up promptly a letter from Chairman Church to the 
Director requesting, on the unanimous vote of the Subcommittee, the 
appearance of Bill Broe in open se ssion to testify under oath regarding 

the 1970 Chilean election. 


I later picked up the letter and delivered it to the Director.
